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"benjamin franklin know whereof iRpoke? 

The followjng is a condensed form of Benjamin Franldin's address, delivered before the Constitutional Convention in Philadelphia 

in 1787. ^ 

''There is a great menace to these United States today and that great menace, Gentlemenf is the Jew, 
In whatever country Jews have settled in any great numbers, they have lowered its moral tone, depreciated 
its commercial integrity, have segregated themselves and have not been assimilated, have sneered at and 
tried to undermine the Christian religion upon which this Nation is founded^ They have built up a state 
within a state, and have, when opposed, tried to strangle that country to death financially* 

"If you do not exclude them from the United States in the Constitution, in less than 200 years they will 
have swarmed in in such great numbers that they will dominate and devour the land and change our form 
of government. 

"If you do not exclude them, in less than 200 years our descendants will be working in the fields to furnish I 
the substance while they will be in the counting house rubbing their hands* I warn you. Gentlemen, if you 
do not exclude the Jews for all time, your children will curse you in your graves, Jews, Gentlemen, are 
Asiatics; they will never be otherwise/' ^ 

For years the original of the foregoing statement by Benjamin Franklin was in the Franklin Institute in Philadelphia. Scores of affidavits bear 
this out, but the Jews could no longer stand the truth of it and had it 'taken out. Just how true were Benjamin Franklin's words? Let us see:

This is not an exaggeration, but a sober matter of fact; and the most unusual action of 

German and Austrian consuls-general, before referred to, in joining in protest of neutral legations ' 

appears to indicate that the danger is also being realised in German and Austrian quarters* I con- 

s/cfer that the immediate suppression of Bolshevism is the greates t issue now before the world, not 1 

even exc luding the war which is still raging, and unless, as above stated, Bolshevism is nipped in , 

the bud immediately, it is bound to spread in one form or another over Europe and the whole world, 

as it is organised and worlced by Jews who have no nationality, and whose one object is to destroy 

for their own ends the existing order of things. The only manner in which this d anger could be averted 

would be collective action on the part of all Powers. 

"I am also of opinion that no support whatever should be given to any other Socialistic party in Russia,

On 12/8/64, the Las Vegas Office received material 
which had been sent to a student at the University of Nevada at 
Reno, Nevada. This material was furnished to the FBI for 
whatever action deemed advisable. 

The University of Nevada student received the material 
through the mail in a plain envelope postmarked November 28, 
1964, New York 1, New York, IDA. No retrn address is contained 
on the envelope. 

The material contained in the envelope is as follows: 

1, A one page circular type publication of the 
Christian Educational Association, Union, New Jersey. The 
circular is in the form of a cartoon strip showing a white 
mother who sees nothing wrong with integrated schools and leads 
through a series of cartoons showing the results of a mixed 
marriage and admonishing the reader to wake up for their cocntry^s 
sake.
